Regimentation in Codes Brought On by Indus- 
try’s Own Efforts, Commerce Execu- 
tives Are Told in Capital. 


WASHINGTON, May 
Trade association executives were told 
today three of their number had ap- 
proached an NRA official and prom- 
ised to make him rich if he would en- 
gage them in some industry organiza- 
tion “racket,” and that most of the 
so-called regimentation in codes had 
been put there by business’ own etf- 
forts. 

The statements were made by Wil- 
son Compton, NRA trade association 
chief. and’ W. Averill Harriman, ‘spe- 
cial NRA assistant administrator, be- 
fore a session of the Amé@rican Trade 
Association Executives, a section of 
the convention of the Chamber of 
Commerce of.the United States which 
began today. 

Compton, himself a prominent trade 
association man who is leaving NRA | 
soon to return to association work, 
said:

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NRA—and much of the criticism is 
justified,’ Compton said, “but, gen- 
tlemen, we have some things to clean 
up in our backyard before we seek too 
many distant worlds to conquer.” 
Compton, a lumber trademan, added ; 


“If I were at liberty and disposed 
to speak of secret tactics known to 


have been pursued by some associa- 


tions and by some code authorities, 
including some presented by members 
of the American Trade Association 
executives (the body he was address- 
ing); if I were to mention devious 
efforts to secure for speciai groups 
special advantages which would never 
stand daylight; and if I were to men- 
tion some of the various ‘rackets’ at- 
tempted to be put over on the NRA, 
of which even I know, who had no 
special access to the facts, you would, 
I am sure, join me heartily in saying 
as I do fervently say in a time like 
this: ‘Thank God for a man like Gen- 
eral (Hugh S.) Johnson.’ ” 

Compton said that Johnson some- 
times assumed too much authority, but 
that he did so because he regarded 
himself as a “trustee” of the presi- 
dent and “accordingly is reluctant to 
delegate that trusteeship.” 

“General Johnson’s performance in 
sturdy resistance to organized pres- 
sures on great issues, even if not on 
small ones, I regard under all the cir- 
cumstances as phenomenal,” he said. 


The Trade Association executives 
also heard William H. Davis, NRA 
compliance director, describe educa- 
tion and reassurance of industry that 
codes would be enforced as his pri- 
mary problem. 

Richberg dealt largely with the 
philosophy of the new deal, which he 
said was revolutionary in the same 
sense that the political revolution of 
1776 was revolutionary in that bota 
sought to preserve the rights of all 
from the discriminatory pressure of 
certain groups. 

He said “industrial statecraft” was 
needed in the operation of codes, and 
defined that phrase to mean the recog- 
nition by industry of both the public's 
and labor’s right. 

“Tf we are to have the powers of 
a king, let us act like kings,” he said.

“Our foreign trade has reached that 
status where it must be considered 
not primarily from the angle of group 
interest, but from the broad compre- 
hensive viewpoint of national and in- 
ternational welfare.”

BULLET-RIDDLED AUTO 
SEEN AS DILLINGER CLUE 

CHICAGO, May 1.—(/)—While a 
close search was kept up for John 
Dillinger in Chicago, a bullet-riddled 
automobile reported to have been seen 
speeding through St. Paul today 
caused the eyes of the nation-wide 
Dillinger hunt to be centered once 
more on the Minnesota city. 

The sparsity of Dillinger reports 
led authorities here. to believe that 
either the desperado and his follow- 
ers had holed up some place or that 
the hysteria which followed the sen- 
sational escape of the Dillinger gang 
from a federal police trap at Little 
Bohemia, Wis., had subsided. 

The bullet-pierced car was reported 
abou the time Federal Judge M. M. 
Joyce was reducing from $50,000 to 
$20,000 the bail of Dr. Clayton May, 
Minneapolis physician, and his nurse, 
Mrs. Augusta Salt, held on federal 
charges of harboring Dillinger. 

The doctor and nurse were accused 
of having treated Dillinger for gun- 
shot wounds in the leg sustained in a 
battle with federal agents in a St. 
Paul apartment March 31. The doctor 
has asserted that he was kidnaped, 
held prisoner for four days and forced 
to treat the wounded bandit chief. | 

The car which aroused the susp!- 
cions of St. Paul police was a gray 
(Studebaker) sedan with a Minnesota 
license. It had bullet holes in the 
windshield, the rear window and the 
left rear portion of the body. 

At San Antonio, meanwhile, federal 
agents said George “Babyface” Nel- 
son, Dillinger killer, had been_positive- 
ly identified as the “Jimmy William 
to whom H. L. Lebman, Texas gun- 
smith, shipped five machine guns last 
October. The weapons were sent to 
Minneapolis.

The bill was temporarily laid aside 
by the house for a few hours today 
while it went to work on the tax bill 
eonference report. ._The last two hours 
of the day, however, were reserved for 
discussion of the measure, leaving some 
three and one-half hours of general 
discussion for tomorrow before amend- 
ments can be offered. 

Little opposition to the bill as a 
whole or to its general purpose had 
shown itself in debate thus far, pout 
conservative members evinced a clear 
determination to seek qodification of 
many of its provisions, with the sec- 
tion covering corporate reports the 
particular target of their attack. 

Statistics showing enormous profits 
to Wall Street insiders during the 
boom-crash-depression period which 
impoverished thousands were declared 
“grossly misleading” tonight by Rich- 
ard Whitney, president of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

“These figures were undoubtedly 
published at this time,” Whitney said, 
“with the intention, as expressed in 
a newspaper today ‘purposely to aid 
the passage of the stock market regu- 
lation bill’ by raising the inference 
that member firms of the New York 
Stock Exchange had made large prof- 
its at a time when their customers 
suffered great loss. 

In so far as these figures purport tu 
show the profits made by brokers dur- 
ing the depression they are grossly 
misleading,’ Whitney said. ‘They in- 
elude the earnings of brokers during 
the years 1928 and 1929 which were 
admittedly years of great activity on 
stock exchanges and of the greatest 
earnings of exchdnge members, 


“The profits made in 1928 were 
large because throughout the year se- 
curity prices were rising. If the earn- 
ings for 1928 are omitted the entire 
operating profit of the member firms 
of the New York Stock Exchange for 
1929 and the rest of the depression 
amount to $484,000,000. 


“This figure, however, is not a true 
indication of the actual profit of bro- 
kers during the depression. It omits 
entirely the tremendous depreciation 
in the capital of brokers. The loss on 
one single item would wipe out this 
entire operating profit. 


“I refer to the depreciation in the 
value of stock exchange seats which 
from a peak value of $687,500,000 in 
1929 have fallen so that today they 
are worth less than $192,500,000. 'This 
capital loss of more than $495,000,- 
OUU wipes out all the supposed operat- 
ing profit of member firms of the New 
York Stock Exchange during the pe- 
riod of depression. 

“Furthermore, these firms have suf- 
fered additional losses, both realized 
and unrealized, due to the decline in 
the value of securities which they own. 


“Finally, the figures submitted by 
Mr. Pecora (counsel for the senate 
banking committee) make no allow- 
ance whatsoever for interest on the 
hundreds of millions of dollars capi- 
tal which member firms of the New 
York Stock Exchange have invested in 
their business. 

“It is theretore clear that instead, 
of operating at a huge profit during 
the depression the member firms otf 
the New York Stock Exchange have 
in fact suffered tremendous losses.”

Members of the Episcopacy commit- 
tee, called into further special session 
tonight, declined to discuss any details 
of the case. Dr. J. W. Perry, of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., is head of the com- 
mittee, 


Under the present church discipline, 
bishops under the age of 72 can be 
retired only for infirmity or on 
charges involving character. 


In connection with the Cannon re- 
tirement move, however, delegates 
have admitted that a move was on 
foot to amend the discipline to allow 
the conference a wider latitude in the 
matter of Episcopal tenures. 

Leaders in the church, both favoring 
and opposing the present superannua- 
tion of Bishop Cannon, made it clear 


that the committee’s recommendation | 


proposed “honorable” retirement, and 
added that it in no way reflected upon 
the bishop's character. There are no 
charges before the committee against 
Bishop Cannon. 

It was pointed out that the commit- 
tee’s action was based on the church's 
discipline which provides that a “bish- 
op may be superannuated on acconnt 
of age or infirmity, at his own re- 
quest, or on recommendation of the 
committee on episcopacy.” 

His friends were rallying to his sup- 
port and declared that they wonld 
fight for the bishop “‘to the last ditch,” 
while delegates behind the retirement 
move indicated strongly that if the 
bishop does not accept voluntary re- 
tirement the battle would be staged 
on the convention floor and a secret 
ballot demanded on the recommenda- 
tion. 

All sessions of the committee on 
episcopacy are strictly executive. Mem- 
bers of the committee charged that 
their decision in the Cannon case 
‘leaked out.” It burst like a bomb- 
shall in the Methodist ranks and the 
committee took immediate precautions 
to see that no further details of their 
deliberations got beyond their doors.

COVERS WIDE TERRITORY 
_ WASHINGTON, May 1.—(&)— 
The clear-cut definition of American 
rights, obligations and interests made 
by Secretary Hull in answer to Ja- 
pans pronouncement of “over-lord- 
ship in Asia,” was broadened by au- 
thoritative interpretation, tonight to 
embrace American policy involving 
China, the Philippines and Manchuria, 
as well as Japan, 

Hull's statement, it was learned 
from authoritative sources, is not con- 
sidered as- au unfriendly gesture to- 
ward the Japanese empire, despite the 
fact it firmly rejected Japan’s pre- 
tensions to the guardianship of peace 
in Asia, and censor of foreign na- 
tions’ commercial relations with China. 

The communique, it was said in 
high official circles, represented a gen- 
eral statement of American princi- 
ples in international relations that 
are applicable in any situation in 
which treaty rights and obligations 
are involved.

It is an easy matter to register 
and it is not necessary for those 
who have not paid their ad valorem 
and other property taxes to do so 
in order to qualify to vote. All 
that is necessary is for the voter to 
go to the tax collector's office, on 
the first floor of the courthouse, 
sign the voter’s oath and pay the 


_|poll tax of $1 a year. 


Under the law, every citizen is 
assessed $1 a year poll tax, from 
rthe ages of 21 to 60, and in order 
to register payment must be made 
for any years in which the poll tax 
was not paid. After a citizen has 
once signed the voter’s oath; pay- 
ment of the yearly poll tax keeps 
him automatically registered, except 
in the event he moves his resi-

new address.

If the water is polluted with industrial 
waste (phenols) the reaction of this 
harmless chemical with the chlorine 
produces a disagreeable “medicine” 
taste. It is difficult te correct this 
unless the discharge of industrial 
wastes into the water can be stopped. 

While fresh chlorinated lime might 
be used to disinfect a well or cistern, 
a better way is to dump half a barrel 
of fresh burnt lime ( builder’s lime) in, 
stir up the water. scrub down the walls 
with the milk of lime, then pump ont, 
clean. and allow the well or cistern 
to refill. This may be repeated imme- 
diately if any lime remains in the wa- 
ter. If the chlorinatde lime process« 
is preferred. estimate the amount of 
water in the well and use a teaspoon- 
ful of the selutien above described for

The vote was 45 to 22.

Atlanta League of Women Voters for

“We had 33,000 voters registered for

Mr. Harrison said. “I have no doubt 
but that the registrations may pass 
the 40,000 mark by Saturday.”

Corn and oats sympathized with 
downturns of wheat prices and were 
bearishly affected by big deliveries on 
Chicago May corn contracts, a total 
of 5,119,000 bushels for the day.

Love 
speaks up on him after marriage just 
as it did before. He is hardly aware of 
what is taking place. If he had found 
congenial companionship at home that 
had made life bearable he wouldn't 
have been forced to seek it outside. 
Then when he finds it the wife who 
looks on her husband as a meal tick- 
et won't give him up, won’t permit 
him to make his true love happy by 
offering her marriage. The pesbans 
must stand by and hear people sneer 
at the one he loves because his wife 
is selfish and unkind.

Answer: Why is a man censured 
for backing out-of any bargain he 
has made with another in good faith? 
If he buys a block of real estate and 
prices drop he isn’t free to say to the 
man from whom he purchased it 
“This is not as valuable as I thought. 
I don’t want this piece of land and 
won't pay for it. I shall look for 
another. The courts won’t sustain him 
in this: decision. If he buys and pays 
wears it for a 
while and becomes dissatisfied with 
the color or the waeave of the cloth. 
he can’t go to the merchant from 
whom he bought it and say: “Give me 
my money back I am dissatisfied with 
my bargain.” He had ample opportu- 
nity to determine whether or not the 
suit pleased him hefore he bargained 
for it. If he used poor judgment he is 
just out of luck. 

Marriage is the great bargain en- 
tered into by men and women. It is 
the foundation of civilization and if 
each individual that enters: into it 
reserved the right to back out ad 
libitum society would be in a terrible 
state. 


Love may sneak up on a map after 
marriage just as it did before, but 
love doth not sneak up on him, before 
or after marriage, until he has formed 
an attachment to a woman. Before 
marriage he has every moral and legal 
right to look for congenial compan- 
ionship with the opposite sex. After 
marriage he has neither legal nor 
moral right to go about the search. 
He has given his pledge to be loyal 
and devoted to his wife. The fact that 
she disappoints him doesn’t absolve 
him of his duty to her. 


Naturally enough, when a husband 
falls in love with some other woman 
he insists that his wife doesn’t love 
him. In this way he eases himself of 
a guilty feeling toward her and jus- 
tifies his own conduct with another. 
But how many of those accused wives 
will admit that they don’t love their 
husbands? A small per cent. No wom- 
an with any sensibility can be natural 
and affectionate toward a man who 
igs carrying on an affair under her 
very eyes. Pride would make her con- 
ceal any love she had toward him and 
resentment at his mistreatment of her 
would freeze any warmth, she would 
otherwise feel. 


The searcher after congenial com- 
panionship outside his home not only 
violates his marriage vow but he lets 
himself. his wife and his new found 
love in for no end of mental anguish. 
And if thé wife is steadfast in her re- 
fusal to give him his freedom he is 
forced to the necessity of placing the 
second woman in a compromising posi- 
tion. She is criticized and scored by 
those who believe in the sacredness 
of marriage. She sacrifices the things 
that are dearest to a woman’s heart 
and even if she is willing to do this 
for him the man that claims to love 
her shouldn’t permit her to. 


It is probably true that some wives 
are mean enough to play dog in the 
manger about men they don’t love, 
mean enough to sit back and enjoy 
seeing their husbands suffer when, 
with a word, they could release them 
from marriage. But the vast majority 
of unloved and betrayed wives are 
clinging to their marriages with the 
nitiful hope that something will hap- 
pen to turn the tide of despair and 


reasun that the public says of a man’s 
attachment to a woman other than his 
wife, that it is a “cheap affair.” The 
world has sympathy with the neglect- 
ed and despised woman who has the 
moral and legal right on her side.

NEW YORK, May 1.—(UP)— 
There was very little incentive in the 
stock market outlook tonight for trad- 
ers to make commitments either way. 

Dreariness and dullness-of trading 
again had set in, after Monday's sharp 
reaction, and there were brokers and 
traders predicting this character of 
trading might continue for some days. 
No exuberant bullishness was appar- 
ent and bear traders continued ‘o look 
for some further setbacks. One of their 
chief talking points toda yas that 
the support—which vanalted in the 
market holding just about unchanged 
in today’s session—was without, any 
manifestation of trading interest. 

Meanwhile the Street had consider- 
able interest in figures published by 
the senate banking and currency com- 
mittee showing that brokers made a 
billion dollars from 1928 through a 
portion of 1933. There were two views. 
BROKERS’ VIEWS. 

One came from the brokers them- 
selves. They looked back on those 
“good old days” of money making, 
sighed, and then pointed to the pres- 
ent struggle to get along. They re- 
called that last week’s total of trad'ng 
was 6,392,865 shares, There were only 
two smaller weeks in 1934, 15 smaller 
weeks in 1933, 27 smaller weeks in 
1932 and six smaller weeks in 1931. 
They also pointed to April’s total of 
29,845,282 shares as the smallest 
month of 1934, and with only three 
months smaller in 1933, six months 
smaller in 1932, and one month <mall- 
er in 1931. 

“Those figures do not present a true 
picture of the present,” one broker 
said.

Nevertheless the scaracity of trad- 
ing at the moment is frightening Wall 
Street—brokers and traders alike— 
and is greatly responsible for much of 
the pessimism. Outside factors again 
are virtually meaningless as “the 
street” awaits developments in Wash- | 
ington, particularly on the reported 
turn towards a more sound money 
plan, the stock exchange bill and ef- 
forts toward amending the securities 
act of 1933 so as to permit capital 
to flow into the heavy industries.

Dr. W. T. Dannreuther, president 
of the New York County Medical So- 
ciety, said “organized medicine highly 
disapproved of the attendant  pub- 
licity.”
